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Dear Bidder, 


August and September have come and gone -- always two important months in the coin business, for both dealers and 
collectors. The August ANA World's Fair of Money Convention in Chicago was followed closely by September's Long 
Beach Expo in California, where Heritage's official Signature® auctions did exceptionally well at both events. Auction 
proceeds grossed more than $46 million at the ANA, and over $31 million at Long Beach, based on combined prices 
realized from U.S. Coins, World & Ancient Coins, plus World and U.S. Currency. U.S. coins alone accounted for more than 
$50.7 million from the two auctions, with a sell-through rate exceeding 99%. 


As always, there are strengths and weaknesses in the market. Gold is going great guns, while Colonial and early copper 
issues were slightly less robust. Across the board, rarity is the most important factor regardless of type or denomination. 


Our current Dallas Signature auction will build on momentum from the ANA and Long Beach, with an impressive Premier 
Session on Thursday evening, October 17, plus two floor sessions on Friday — one in the afternoon, followed by an evening 
session.

3002 1776 Continental Dollar, CURRENCY, Pewter, EG FECIT, MS65 NGC. Newman 3-D, W-8460, R.4. Despite a documented history 
dating back more than 235 years, the 1776 Continental dollar remains an enigmatic issue to numismatists today. The coins have been studied 
by some of the greatest numismatic researchers of all time, but opinions about the origin and intended purpose of the coins remain divided. 
Regardless of their controversial nature, the coins remain elusive, valuable, and historic relics of our numismatic past. Heritage Auctions is 
pleased to present this spectacular Gem representative in this important offering. 

The 1776 Continental dollar was first illustrated in a German book by Matthias Christian Sprengel called Historical and Genealogical 
Almanac, or Yearbook of the Most Remarkable New World Events for 1784, published in 1783. The coin’s legends were translated into German in 
the illustration, for the benefit of its intended readership and its publisher actually wrote to Benjamin Franklin asking for illustrations to use 
in the book, but there is no record of Franklin’s reply. The Continental dollar was also mentioned in Bishop Richard Watkins’ Chemical Essays 
(Volume IV), first published in 1786. After discussing the “gun money” issues of King James II], Watkins notes: 


“The Congress in America had recourse to the same expedient; they coined several pieces of about an inch and a half in diameter, and of 
240 grains in weight; on one side of which was inscribed in a circular ring near the edge - Continental Currency, 1776 - and within the ring 
a rising sun, with - fugio - at the side of it, shining upon a dial, under which was - Mind your business. - On the reverse were thirteen small 
circles joined together like the rings of a chain, on each of which was inscribed the name of some one of the thirteen states; on another 
circular ring, within these, was inscribed - American Congress - and in the central space - We are One.” 


Despite these early mentions in popular publications, and the obvious belief on the part of the authors that the 1776 Continental dollars were 
American coins, no documentary evidence authorizing the issue of these pieces has ever been found in Congressional records. 

The traditional theory of the origin of the Continental dollar was developed by Eric P. Newman in the 1940s. Most of the Continental dollars 
were struck in pewter, but a few examples are known in brass and silver. Seven different die varieties have been identified. Newman believed the 
Continental dollars were intended as a type of fiat money, created as a substitute for the paper money issued by the Continental Congress to pay 
government obligations during the Revolutionary War. In February and May of 1776, the Continental Congress passed resolutions issuing various 
denominations of paper money, including the dollar bill. However, similar resolutions passed in July and November of that year authorized the 
printing of many other denominations, but omitted the dollar note. Newman believed the Continental dollar coins were struck to take the place 
of less durable paper dollars in the last half of 1776. Newman’s theory was convincing and widely accepted, but the lack of official documentation 
always bothered rigorous numismatic researchers. Recent discoveries suggest the origin of the Continental dollar may have been quite different. 

In their groundbreaking article in the January 2018 issue of The Numismatist titled “The Myth of the Continental Dollar”, Eric Goldstein and 
David McCarthy presented evidence suggesting the Continental dollars were struck privately in London in 1783, for sale as medals, rather than 
circulating coins. They quoted prominent 18th century Philadelphia coin collector Pierre Eugene Du Simitierre’s notes on the Continental dollar, 
“’..a coin the size of a crown, with devices and Mottos, taken from the continental money, struck’t in London on Type-Metal and dated 1776.” Du 
Simitierre was a student of Congress, as well as numismatics, and was particularly well-placed to understand the history of the Continental dollar. 
Other contemporary Americans, including Paul Revere and Josiah Meigs, disputed that the Continental dollar was ever a circulating American 
coin in their correspondence, but perhaps the most convincing evidence of the foreign origin of the Continental dollar comes from abroad. 

Lady Sarah Sophia Banks preserved a remarkable specimen of the Continental dollar in her coin collection, which was bequeathed to the 
British Museum. She kept a detailed inventory of her collection, which has also been preserved. Her notes on the Continental dollar read, 
“Continental Dollar. 1776. never current, struck on speculation in Europe, for sale in America.” She also kept a simple handbill that accompanied 
the Continental dollar advertising the sale of “These American MEDALS at/Six-Pence Each/N.B. Representing the Paper Currency of a/Dollar, 
which goes for/Four Shillings and Six-pence in that country.” The flyer then gives a detailed description of a Newman 3-D EG FECIT Continental 
dollar under the heading EXPLANATION. Similar explanatory handbills were issued with contemporary medals that depict American themes, like 
the Libertas Americana medal and the Treaty of Paris medal, Betts-610. From these documentary sources, Goldstein and McCarthy concluded that 
the Continental dollars were struck in London, circa 1783, as a commemorative medal, rather than a coin. 

Regardless of which theory you subscribe to, and we expect the last word has not been heard yet, the 1776 Continental dollar remains an 
important numismatic link with the early history of this country. Whether it was produced to serve as a medium of exchange during the hard times 
of the Revolution, or struck to commemorate those struggles a few years later, like the Libertas Americana medal, it occupies a unique and storied 
position in our American numismatic heritage. The present coin is a delightful Gem, with bright silver-gray fields and darker medium gray devices. 
The design elements are sharply detailed throughout, with the usual long reverse die crack that starts in the GEORGIA ring and travels clockwise 
through the other rings to DELAWARE. The well-preserved surfaces are mostly smooth, with some slight granularity around the sundial and some 
light freckling in the ring, between FUGIO and EG FECIT. The overall presentation is most attractive. Listed on page 87 of the 2020 Guide Book.

Of the two 16 Stars varieties, this 
one has a leaf distant from the first T in STATES, while LM-2 has a 
leaf nearly touching the first T in STATES. 

Logan and McCloskey call this a scarce die marriage that is 
difficult to locate in Mint State. Currently, NGC reports that they 
have graded six examples of this variety in Mint State, including 
one at MS66. PCGS has seen 14 Uncirculated examples of the 
16 Stars type, including two Premium Gems; but those numbers 
are not broken down to distinguish between the LM-2 and LM-3 
varieties (9/19). 

This impressive, conditionally rare specimen is sharply struck 
on the obverse, except for a few of the star centers. A pair of short, 
thick die cracks extend out from the rim: one to star 8, and another 
between stars 7 and 8. Faint die rust is evident near and among the 
date digits, and scattered at random in other areas.

Perhaps with relatively few coins to start with, the 

quarters kept moving from pocket to cash drawer and back again, 

and were simply used up. Whatever the reason, a Mint State 1901- 
S quarter is rare, and a Gem example extremely rare. 

The history surrounding the Barber design is enlivened by 
events of intrigue and self-interest, not surprising for the era. The 
Seated Liberty quarter design had been around since the late 
1830s, and some thought it time for a change. Either because of 
legitimate confusion over past legislative intent, or perhaps due 
to other motives, Mint Director James P. Kimball worked with 
Senator Justin Morrill to have a bill introduced that would simplify 
the approval process for new coin designs. The resultant Act of 
September 26, 1890, allowed the Treasury to change coin designs, 
without Congressional approval, after an existing motif had been in 
use for 25 years. 

Walter Breen (1988) colorfully describes what happened next: 
“Implementing Kimball’s eccentric idea, the Treasury shortly 
afterward announced a competition among 10 of the best-known 
American artists for new coin designs — only to find that they 
jointly rejected the terms ... the Treasury’s riposte was to throw the 
competition open to the public ... [Mint Chief Engraver Charles 
Barber’s] presence among the judges was the kiss of death. The 
Treasury circular of April 4, 1891, giving details of the competition, 
elicited about 300 entries. Of these 300, only two were thought 
worth even an honorable mention; Barber made certain that no 
prize would be awarded. The new Mint Director, Edward O. Leech, 
called the contest ‘too wretched a failure’ ever to be tried again, and 
ordered Barber to prepare the designs himself — which is exactly 
what Barber had wanted all along.” 

Director Leech was more magnanimous toward Barber. In a 
letter to art critic R.W. Gilder, Leech noted that “Mr. Barber comes 
from three generations of mint engravers and designers, and has 
done excellent work in coin designing, and is in every way equipped 
for this important duty.” Perhaps anticipating further concern 
about Barber, he added “artistic designs for coins, which would 
meet the ideas of an art critic like yourself, and artists generally, are 
not always adapted for practical coinage.” (Don Taxay, The U.S. 
Mint and Coinage, 1966). Even today Barber’s artistic abilities are 
debated, but nonetheless the coins bearing his designs are avidly 
collected. 

For Barber quarter enthusiasts, the 1901-S is the premium 
issue of the series. The surfaces of this example are lustrous and 
well struck, though slightly soft at the hairline of Liberty and on 
the right edge of the reverse shield and nearby wing. The surfaces 
boast pleasing rose and cinnamon toning, accented with lilac and 
silver highlights (including a lilac blush on Liberty’s cheek). There 
are no distracting marks or spots. Many collectors are happy to 
find a 1901-S quarter in any grade, but a Gem example such as 
this with such a remarkable appearance is a rare opportunity. This 
coin is sure to stand out in an advanced collection, admired and 
appreciated for years to come.

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3146 1879-CC MS65 PCGS. The second-scarcest Carson City Morgan, 
the 1879-CC is popular with collectors from many avenues of 
pursuit. Mintage-wise, the 1879-CC is nothing special — 756,000 
coins were struck, putting it about in the middle of the Carson City 
Morgan range. However, significant quantities of this date were 
paid out in the 19th century and dumped into circulation. Some 
researchers suspect that additional coins were destroyed during 
the Pittman Act melts that followed 1918. In any case, little more 
than 4,000 pieces remained in government vaults at the time of 
the GSA sales in the 1970s. Today, in Mint State, the 1879-CC 
is challenging to acquire, and in Gem condition, it is a formidable 
condition rarity in the context of Morgan dollars. 

This example is vibrantly lustrous, sporting original, frosty 
surfaces that have only the faintest trace of light champagne toning.

A substantial mintage of 100,287 Capped Bust Left half eagles 
was accomplished in 1810, with four die varieties known for 
the date. The present coin represents the BD-4 variety, easily 
distinguished by the large numerals in the date and the Large 5 in 
the denomination.

The 1810 half eagle has been a favorite with collectors since 
the earliest days of the hobby. As a date, the issue began appearing 
at auction at least as early as lot 184 of the A.C. Kline Sale (M. 
Thomas & Sons, 6/1855), where the coin was merely listed by date 
and the lot realized $5.37. By the 1880s, numismatists like Captain 
John W. Haseltine and John Colvin Randall began classifying the 
coins by die variety. In the sale of the Randall Collection (W. Elliot 
Woodward, 6/1885), the cataloger identified three die varieties 
of 1810 half eagles, including the example in lot 913, which was 
almost certainly a BD-4, “1810 No. 1; large date; fine, scarce.”

Indian five, “The collector desiring a choice or gem quality mint 
state piece has to be patient because only a few such pieces are 
known to exist.”

The public had long since lost 
interest in the unpopular matte proofs, with fewer proofs sold in 
each successive year after 1909. Some consider the 1912 proofs 
scarcer than any other year of the proof Indian gold series — 
among them David Akers, who wrote: 


“Proofs of this date are extremely rare, and in my opinion 
are the rarest of the Indian Head type. The mintage would 
not indicate this but either the proofs of this year suffered 
an unusually high attrition rate for some reason, or most 
of the mintage were melted because the 1912 appears less 
often in Proof than any other Indian Head.” 





John Dannreuther writes about the 1912 proofs in Volume IV: 
Gold, Part Two of United States Proof Coins: 


“This year and the following ones are more difficult to 
obtain, but only the 1914 and 1915 usually bring higher 
prices. When higher grade examples are offered, the dates 
are of less consequence.” 


Today’s numismatists find the matte proof tens much more 
appealing than previous-generation collectors. While many 
enthusiasts with deep pockets endeavor to acquire one of each 
date, many others require a single issue for proof type.

Philadelphia issue in the early series (1908-1915), the 1913 Saint-

1914 MS65 PCGS. The 1914 is a relatively low-mintage 
issue, boasting a production total of only 95,250 coins. These 
were produced chiefly for the purpose of backing gold certificates 
being issued for circulation, although quantities eventually ended 
up in foreign trade shipments to Europe. Most surviving coins, 
repatriated from overseas, are extensively bagmarked from repeated 
moving and jostling in bags. In Saint-Gaudens Double Eagles, Roger 
Burdette reasons that most of the high-grade survivors known 
today came from the same few bags that received less movement 
throughout their life. A few high-grade pieces may also trace their 
origins to collectors who acquired them directly from the Mint 
Cashier in the United States. 

This Gem example’s origins are unknown, although its excellent 
quality is apparent. Satiny original mint luster yields shades of 
ereen-gold, peach, and orange that complement boldly struck 
design elements. Only a few tiny contact marks on the eagle’s wing 
are visible with a loupe.

From 
there, 1914-S twenties trickled out over the next 15 years, mostly 
used for export. Most of the coins shipped to Europe, with the 
balance going to Central and South America, or Japan. There was 
no significant use for the coins in domestic commerce. 

Most high-grade pieces that survive were either put aside early- 
on for collectors (often from the pyx coins) or from repatriated 
unopened bags from Central America. This frosted, high-end 
Premium Gem example shows virtually no sign of coin-to-coin 
contact, with only a few microscopic marks. Vibrant cartwheel 
luster illuminates finely textured, orange-gold surfaces.

Although 
nearly 1.4 million coins were struck, PCGS and NGC have certified 
only 18 MS66 submissions combined, evenly split between the two 
services with a single Star-designated example at NGC (9/19). 

This MS66 representative is phenomenal in every regard. Mint 
luster swirls radiantly over each side.

These 
celebrated fifty dollar gold coins are greatly appreciated for their 
beauty, impressive size, and scarcity. As souvenirs of the Panama- 
Pacific International Exposition, they are unparalleled. But perhaps 
more significantly, these coins serve as tangible symbols of the 
California Gold Rush economy and the resulting growth of the city 
of San Francisco. 

There would be no Panama-Pacific International Exposition, 
no fifty dollar slugs, were it not for the monumentally important 
discovery of gold by James Marshall at John Sutter’s mill on January 
24, 1848. The find brought tens of thousands of migrants from the 
Eastern United States and Europe to northern California with the 
hopes of striking it rich. San Francisco quickly became the hub 
of Western expansion. Its population swelled from roughly 150 
residents in 1846 to more than 50,000 just 10 years later. However, 
in the early years of the Gold Rush, economic growth was made 
more difficult, if not hampered, by a tradition found in many parts 
of America at that time. 

California, like other states, had a history of metallism 
- a reliance on “hard money” and a distrust of paper currency. 
However, in the face of vast amounts of wealth being mined in the 
gold fields, a shortage of circulating coinage persisted. “Coin of the 
realm” was needed to pay customs, and its scarcity incited hoarding. 
Miners, merchants, and other settlers usually traded in gold ore or 
dust, which varied widely in purity and required carrying scales. 
Private assayers and coiners of varying repute set up shop along 
Montgomery Street, but this was only a partial solution to the 
problem. 

A more sustainable answer to the coin shortage was authorizing 
the firm of Moffat & Co. to act under government contract as the 
United States Assay Office in 1851, with Augustus Humbert as 
U.S. Assayer. The U.S.A.O. served as a sort of provisional mint, 
producing large fifty dollar ingots to serve as a standardized medium 
of exchange on the frontier. 

In 1854, the U.S. government established a branch mint at 
San Francisco. After a period of normal growing pains, the facility 
quickly proved itself capable of converting vast quantities of 
California gold into usable circulating coinage. The San Francisco 
Mint outerew its first building in just two decades and moved into 
what is commonly referred to as the Granite Lady in 1874. That 
property would serve as its home until 1937, and was one of the 
few buildings to survive the devastating earthquake and fire that 
decimated the city in 1906. 

The 1915-S Panama-Pacific fifty dollar gold coins are products 
of this long and fascinating history. They were modeled after the 
iconic Humbert fifty dollar slugs, struck at the famous Second 
San Francisco Mint, and produced to commemorate, in part, San 
Francisco’s rebirth after the devastating earthquake of 1906. Both 
round and octagonal versions were produced, using the same basic 
design by sculptor Robert Aitken. The coins had a selling price of 
$100 per coin, too expensive for all but the most wealthy collectors 
to afford. As a result, only 483 examples of the round version were 
sold. 

The present coin is an attractive Choice example of the elusive 
round Pan-Pac fifty, with well-detailed design elements and well- 
preserved orange-gold surfaces that radiate vibrant mint luster 
from both sides. Overall eye appeal is terrific for this classic gold 
commemorative issue.

3357 1915-S Panama-Pacific 50 Dollar Octagonal MS63 NGC. The 
1915 Panama Pacific International Exposition’s stated purpose 
was to celebrate the completion of the Panama Canal. Although 
organizers saw greater value in using the fair to showcase San 
Francisco’s rebirth after the devastating earthquake and fire of 
1906, the opening of the canal on August 15, 1914 remains central 
to the production of these coins. 

Much can be gleaned about the progress of construction and 
working life on the canal through The Canal Record, “published 
weekly free of charge, one copy each, to all employees of The 
Panama Canal and Panama Railroad Company whose names are on 
the “gold roll.” (More on the “gold roll” later.) 

On the front page of the July 22, 1914 edition, printed just a few 
weeks before the canal opened, headlines included “Work on Dry 
Dock No. 2 at Balboa Stopped” and “Preparations for Completing 
Transmission Lines.” Page 3 detailed a deadly explosion that 
took four lives and injured dozens more, the result of a drill barge 
accidentally driving into a submerged rock that was being charged 
with dynamite. Other topics addressed in the weekly covered social 
matters like the organization of a Christian Endeavour Society, a 
series of first aid classes for women, public school enrollments, and 
official circulars containing operational information for workers. 

In many ways, The Canal Record highlights the similarities 
between day to day life in the Canal Zone versus today. It also 
underscores the profound social inequalities around race and gender 
built into the conditions and attitudes of those living and working 
in the Panama Canal Zone. For example, the “gold roll” mentioned 
above was reserved for white Americans, meaning non-whites had 
to pay five cents to obtain this information. Finally, it provides a 
vivid historical account of the building of the Panama Canal, one 
of the seven wonders of the modern world. 

These 1915-S Octagonal fifties pay tribute to that engineering 
marvel. Designer Robert Aitken included dolphins around the 
periphery to symbolize the “uninterrupted waterway” that would 
facilitate trade between East and West. Only 645 Octagonal fifties 
were distributed. 

The present coin is an attractive Select specimen, with sharply 
detailed design elements throughout. The textured orange-gold 
surfaces are lightly marked, with no mentionable distractions. 
Especially vibrant mint luster adds to the outstanding eye 
appeal.

The 1903 gold dollars depicting presidents Thomas 
Jefferson and William McKinley were issued in conjunction with 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, held in St. Louis in 1904 — one 
year before the Lewis and Clark Exposition was held in Portland, 
Oregon. The Louisiana Purchase Expo gold dollars were the first 
gold commemoratives struck by the U.S. Mint (excluding the 1848

original packaging for these proofs was a wax-sealed paper window 
on an imprinted card, secured inside a large frame for display.
